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City council 
concerned about 
impact of Carvana

AGAWAM - After some 
consideration, a resolution op- 
position the Carvana project 
in the Town of Southwick was 
changed to an express of con- 
cern. 

Last Monday night, the 
Agawam City Council moved 
to advance a resolution field 
by Councilors Anthony Suffriti 
and Rosemary Sandlin to op- 
pose a massive Carvana main- 
tenance, repair, and prepara- 
tion facility in Southwick due 
to the adverse effects it could 
have in the Feeding Hills sec- 
tion of Agawam. 

With a _ public hearing 
scheduled to take place earlier 
this week, the council decided 
to move on the resolution rath- 
er than waiting the standard 
time period of one meeting to 
act on it. 

While it is unusual for 
towns to weigh in or meddle 


in any way with the affairs of 
neighboring communities, 
there are legitimate areas of 
concern about this project for 
Agawam. 

In Southwick, the proposal 
is calling for a 200,000-square 
foot facility. There would be 
room on the proposed site for 
8,200 cars and would gener- 
ate an estimated 2,600 vehicle 
trips per day through the area, 
including 90 trips by car car- 
riers. There are 400 employees 
working in two shifts sched- 
uled for the facility. The facility 
would be used by Carvana to 
fix, maintain, wash, and pre- 
pare cars for sale through its 
online buying format. 

“Based on the information 
and data brought forward, 
said Suffriti. “It’s going to give 
Agawam and the Feeding Hills 
area a negative impact due 
to the traffic. There are two 
schools in that area.”

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Great question, since many folks will 
be pruning their hedges over the next few 
weeks. I would recommend reducing the 
size of your yews gradually over a couple 
of years, that way you'll avoid them look- 
ing really bad for the remainder of the 
summer and then some. Here's how to do 
it: Rather than using your hedge shears 
this summer, pick up a pair of hand clip- 
pers instead. Grab a section of new growth 
in one hand, with the other hand use the 
clippers to glide along the branch well 
within the shrub to a cross piece, then 
make your cut. If you need to “look” the 
first few times, then do so, but this action 
will become quite natural after awhile. 
Your goal is to make “windows” for light 


to penetrate the inside of the bush. Evenly 
space these deep cuts along the top, sides 
and end of your hedge. Next year do the 
same. By the third or fourth year, you will 
have enough new growth coming from 
within the plant to finally reduce it down 
to the size you wish without having to en- 
dure an ugly phase. 

A gardener from Monson loves butter- 
fly bush. “Do you have any advice on how 
to prune this beautiful shrub so that I will 
be guaranteed flowers year after year?” 

Sure, butterfly bush (Buddleia davidii) 
is easy to please as long as you bear in 
mind that it blooms on the current sea- 
son's growth. For that reason, prune it just 
after it comes out of winter dormancy, as 
soon as you see buds begin to break along 
the stem. A hard pruning generally results 


in larger flowers. After a mild winter, your 
six-foot tall butterfly bush may break bud 
at four feet. If you cut off the winter kill but 
leave it at four feet, you'll likely have fewer 
flowers than if you reduced it to 18inch- 
es or so. You will reinvigorate the plant by 
cutting it back hard. It will make up the 
lost height in no time with new, healthy 
growth capable of producing numerous 
flowers. Calling all butterflies!

When I began in politics, I thought it 
would be easy to protect the right to vote.

I am constantly amazed 
at how much time, energy, and effort some 
people put into denying other people the 


right to vote. This is a battle, and those of us 
who believe that the health of our democra- 
cy rests on ensuring fair, equal, and unfet- 
tered access to the ballot box for all eligible 
voters have our work cut out for us.

While there was sound opposition for 
the resolution, Council President Christo- 
pher Johnson offered up the idea of mod- 
ifying the opposition in favor of “express 
concerns” about the traffic in Feeding 
Hills the project would create. 

“It’s not usually a good idea to tell oth- 
er towns what to do,’ said Johnson. Coun- 
cilors agreed with Johnson's position and 
voted in favor of amending the resolution. 

Councilor Dino Mercadante said he 
normally is in favor of any business that 
wants to come to the area, but said Feed- 
ing Hills center is simply not ideal for the 
traffic Carvana could generate. 

“I am pro-business,’ said Mercadante. 
“But you also can’t overload the area. We 
don’t have the infrastructure for this.’ 

Councilor Gerry Smith has lived on 
Southwick Street right near the Southwick 
border for many years. He agreed with his 


colleagues that an already busy section 
would get worse. 

Sandlin added there could also be is- 
sues with side streets in Feeding Hills. She 
said people trying to avoid the heavier 
traffic would use rural streets like Barry 
St. as a cut-through, which could lead to 
speeding and excessive use of those roads. 

The Southwick Planning Board was still 
in an open public hearing as of press time. 
The hearing resumed on Tuesday, July 20. 
Southwick residents and even some from 
Agawam have packed the meetings to ex- 
press opposition. 

Mayor William Sapelli expressed his 
concerns and said he is monitoring the 
status of the project and its potential im- 
pact in Agawam. 

An extension to the highway portion of 
Route 57 leading straight into Southwick 
was never completed by the Common- 
wealth. Had the project ever been com- 
pleted, Suffriti said, there would not be an 
issue with the additional traffic. 

The expression of concern voted by the 
council has been sent to the Southwick 
Planning Board to be read into the record 
of the public hearing. 

In Southwick, opponents of the project 
are preparing to mount a legal challenge 
if the Planning Board approves the special 
permit.
